PREDICTS DEFICIT. 

The sécretary foresees a deficit of

deficit is estimated at $52,730,455. 
The estimated receipts for that year 
are $710.000,000 while the ordinary 
appropriations are estimated at $732,- 
556,026, and the canal expenditures 
at $30,172,432.

They should 
be improved for water power and 
other purposes. 

“The people of the whole country 
are anxious to see the Missiesippi 
River improved, regardless of the 
cost, and we can do it without im- 
poverishing the country.” 

WATER COMPETITION. 

The railroads of the country can 
not carry all the business, the Mayor 
said, and should have plenty of water 
competition. . He declared that on 
$30,000,000 worth of coal Boston 
had paid $70,000,000 in. transporta- 
tiom charges and that something 
should b®@ done to improve these con- 
ditions. The government would take 
possession of the coal mines of the 
country in a few fears, he asserted, 
if things kept on as yn had been 
going during the last feW years. 

All waterways to which sullicient 
commerce is tributary should be im- 
proved at Federal expense, said Sen- 
ator Townsend, and at the same time 
the question of water power as well 
as navigation should be considered 
to help defray the expenses of gov- 
ernment. He deciared that when 
there was competition between a rail- 
way and a boat line, the former 
should not be allowed to make rates 
over any part of its line lower than 
compensatory in an effort to destroy 
competition. Dock privileges, he said 
should be open to all and should be 
owned either by the municipality or 
by the Federal government. 

FLOOD PREVENTION. 

President Taft told the \delgates he 
petsonally is opposed to any scheme 
of improvement for the Mississippi 
River which did not contemplate, as 


a primary object, the prevention of 
floods. 


The President made the opening 
address at the Co . He favored 
the expenditure by the United States 
government and the States in the 
Mississippi Valler of between forty 
and fifty million dollare for the Mis- 
sissippi's improvement. He said that 
before all other considerations must 
be placed the iden of preventing 
floods like those of last spring, which 
caused greaf destruction from Cario 
to New Orleans. He declared further 
that his indorsement of improve- 
ments would be forthcoming only if 
the work were placed in the hands 
of army engineers. So far as other 
waterway projects were concerned, 
the President said, his approval would 
be lacking, unless their backers could 
show as good a case and as dire 
necessity as could the Mississippi Val- 
ley States. 

“Well.” concluded the President, “I 
guess fifty million dollars is enough 
for one morning.” 

DELEGATES STARTLED. 

Many of the delegates were startled 
by the President's speech. So far as 
they knew, it was the first time he 
had recommended appropriations for 
“waterway improvements contingent 
upon flood prevention. In — of 
the fact that it apparentiy did not 
meet the views of stores of delegates, 
the speech was warmly applauded at 
several places. 

Representative Ransde!l of Louis- 
iana. president of the Congress, 
in his address charged that ratiroads 
monopolized river terminals and de- 
stroyed the use of them after im- 
provements had been made. He 
quoted from Col. Goethals, in charge 
of the construction of the Panama 
Canal, to the effect that three times 
he had seen Western rivers improved, 
three times boat lines established, as 


a result of the improvement, while the 
water way commerce increased Dy 


leaps and bounds and in every case 
the boat lNnes had been bought by 
railroads and dismantied.

TEACHERS’ CONVENTION MAY 
DEVELOP FIGHT. 

Projected Bill for Benefit of Su- 
perannuated Pedagogucs ‘Secms 
Likely to Split on Difference as to 
Amount Provided For—Who Will 
Be Next President? 


The attitude of the southern sec~- 
tion of the California Teachers’ As- 
sociation on the proposed pension for 
superannuated teaghers may swing 
the pedagegues of the State into line 
fer either the San Francisco or the 
Alameda plan at the convention to De 
held here December 18-20. The hold- 
ing here of the balance of power will 
probably promote a real fight before 
the convention, according to County 
Superintendent Keppel, if the dele- 
gations pushing beth plans make their 
expected campaign in Los Angeles. 

Under the San Francisco plan, 
teachers will draw a flat $600 annual- 
lv from the State as a pension after 
reaching the age of 60, if they have 
been in service thirty years. This 
flat rate will made regardless of 
salary while service. The plan has 
been submitted and indorsed in San 
Francisco, and by the eleven counties 
in the northern section of te asso- 
ciation. There «are approximately | 
1500 teachers im these counties, 

The Alameda plan calls for a grad- 
uuted system of pensions, based upon 


length of service and salary upon re- 
tirement. hoe has the indorsement 
of the 90 achers in Alameda coun- 


ty and t# lecked upon with favor in 
other parts of the State. 

In Los Angeles, Keppel says, noth- 
ing more than discussion of both 
ideas has taken place. It is destred 
that a bill be presented at the next 
session of the Legislature and Keppel 
believes that, rather than hazard the, 
success of the venture, the teachers 
will make a compromise before one 
is drafted. In the meantime the Ala- 
meda and San Francisco proponents 
are busying themselves with tenta- 
tive drafts. 

It is expected that 4500 teachers 
will attend the convention here.’ 
Such «a large body going on record for 
either plan may swing it either way. 
Keppel favors the flat rate, saying 
that it costs as much to live for teach- 
ers who have had meager salaries as 
for these who have fared better. 
Moreover, those who have drawn 
targe salaries have been able, usually, 
to save, he says. 

Since the presidency of the associa- 
tion has been outside the city of Los 
Angeles during the past it is 
considered likely that an Angeleno 
will be chosen. Astute ones say that 
a woman will be elected for the first 
time in the southern gection. Among 
thoee mentioned for the place are:

Driven frantic by the knowleége 
that he was about to part with her, 
and angered beyond control when he 
unwittingly used his wife's name 
addressing her, Mrs. Vivian Lyons. & 
besutiful Denver matron, shot end 
possibly fatally wounded Robert J. 
Widney, a Los Angeles business man, 
late yetserday afternoon in a San 
Francisco hotel. Widney’s wife, whe 
had been confined to hen bed with 
rheumatism for several weeks, un- 
able to touch a foot to the floor, was 
apperentiy cured by the shock of the 
news. She arose, dressed herself, and 
despite the protests of Pamwerenad. 
sisted on accompanying Widney’s 
mother to San Francisce last night. 

The tragic end te the ill-fated as- 
sociation of Widney and Mrs. Lyens 
did not come as a surprise to some 
of his relatives. Mre.

Investigation of Alicged Bribery 
of Tioyd Becomes Merged With 
Fddie Case—Rumor Says Grand 
Jury's Divided—Anticipated In- 

dictments Don't Materialize.

That the grand jury i seriously 
divided ih the Lioyd-@nderson-Eddie 
case, Is the betief of those who have 
been ‘watching the progress of the 
investigation and the happenings of 
yesterday tended somewhat to 
strengthen the conviction. It was 
confidently expected a report would 
be made or indictments returned be- 
fore adjournment, but at 5 o'clock the 
jury took @ recess until 10 o'clock to- 
morrow morning without intimation 
of what may be expected at that time. 

During the day a new twist was 
given to the scope of the investigation 
when Eimer H. McDowell, president 
of the Humane Society, 
in securing the evidence on which 
Guy Eddie, former censor of public 
morals, will be tried, was called to the 
grand jury room. Ile was followed by 
Attorney L. i. Wharton, close per- 
sonal friend of George Baker Ander- 
en. and active in the Good Govern- 
ment ranks. 

With these witnesses who were 
called after it was announced: that 
the evidence was all in, the Lioyd 
end of the tnvestigation became 
merged in the Eddie case, and the 
jury showed an inclination to go far- 
ther back into the unsavory mess. 

McDowell is believed to have toid 


the jury of the events leading up to 


the arrest of Eddic, and of the stren- 


uous efforts on the part of his friends 
to stave off the investigation and the 
Wharton is 
thought to have incurred displeasure 
by his attempted defense of his 
» friends, as a result of which he was 


preliminary hearing.

Plans to further safeguard the An- 
geles national forest from devastation 
by fire is proposed by Supervisor 
Cheriton, and will shortly be laid be- 
fore a number of interested corpora- 
tione. It involves a continuous 
watch of the San Gabriel Canyon 
back to the desert, an erea of about 
400,000 acres. The companies that 
will be asked to assist the govern- 
ment in the new arrangement are 
the Glendora Water Company, San 
Dimas Citrus Association, and the 
San Gabriel River Water Users’ As- 
sociation. The Federal government 
will co-operate with these companies 
to place constantly on guard a ranger 
whose business fit will be to make a 
complete sweep of the section by the 
aid of a high-power telescope that 
has been furnished by the Agricul- 
tural Department. Upon discovering 
a tire the guard will telephone to a 
series of stations within the radius 
of the territory and instant aid will 


furnish and equip about twelve miles 
of telephone line, and a ranger to be 
constantly on guard in a station to 
be erected by the government on a 
mountain peak in the vicinity of 
Glendora. 

This ranger will have a map of the 
region constantly before him and, up- 
on the first intimation of danger from 
a forest fire, which he will be able 
to see many miles distant, will flash 
to other rangers the exact location 
of the Diaze. This will be secured by 
employing a system of levels. 

It is expected that this new sys- 
tem of fire espionage will cover prac- 
tically the whole e of the Bierra

PASADENA HIGH SCHOOL 
CLAIMS CHAMPIONSHIP. 


ASADENA HICGfi SCHOOL claims 

the interscholastic football cham- 

pilonship of California and will 
bring South Denver High School 
eleven to the Coast for a game to be 
played in Los Angeles on Christmas 
Day, for the high school champion- 
ship of the West, if satisfactory ar- 
rangements can be made. 

Coach R. C. Diggins says the triple 
tie betwéen Santa Ana, Long Beach 
and Pasadena has no) effect on the 
championship standing. Last year 
Pasadena won the champlonship; 
and the coach insists that his men are 
still champions and will hold the title 
until they are defeated... 

The Papadena coach further de- 
¢clares that the meeting called for Fri- 
day night at the Los Angeles Y.M. 
C.A., for the purpose of deciding the 
tie, is of no interest to him. The re- 
port that San Diego had protested its 
game with Pasadena seems ground- 
leas, and for Long Beach to file a 
protest would be ridiculous, 

DOPE ON PROTESTS. 

A protest of any game must be 
entered by one of the contesting 
teams. Long Beach was not a con- 
testing team and therefore has no 
right to protest the game. San Diego 
has no right to protest the game 
bither, as the score was allowed by 
the referee: and whether the touch- 
down which won the game was scored 
fairly or unfairly, there is no appeal! 
from the referee's decision, and, after 
leaving the field, the referee may not, 
under any circumstances, reverse his 
@ecision. 

The rule which covers this is, “The 
referee shall have general oversight 
and control of the game. He shal) 
be the sole authority for the score and 
sole judge of forfeiture of the game 
under the rules. The decision of the 
referee on all matters not specifically 
designated under the duties of other 
Officials, shall be final.”

ESTED IN ODD EXPERIMENT. 

Wires Are Strung Over the Trees 

and the Current Turned on for a 

Few Hours—Has Market Effect 

the Temperat shi ‘ 


emperature vip nis of 


RIVERSIDE, Dec. 4.—An experi- 


f00d deal of interest by the orange 
srowers of Southern California is’ to 
be tried out in the groves of the Na- 
tional Orange Company. An electric 
heating device, recently invented, will 
be installed in connection with sixteen 
trees’ which are to represent typical 
average conditions in the valley as re- 
sards location. The property in ques- 
tion, which is in the vicinity of the 
Victoria-golf links, was in’the belt af- 
fected by the frost last year. 

While similar devices are being tried 
out elsewhere the National Orange 
Company will be able to give the in- 
vention a very thorough test, for the 
reason that the city will! co-operate in 
the matter of supplying the electric 
current. In view of the general pub- 
He interest in the matter, the Board 
of Public Utilities has agreed to fur- 
nish the current required free of 
charge for a period of thirty days. 

Wires have been strung over the 
trees and connections made with the 
heaters. The current will be turned 
on for an hour or two at a time and 
the resulf® determined by means of 
thermometers placed in each tree. The 
heaters consume from one to two kilo- 
watts per hour each. 

If the test proves at all conclusive, 
thousands of dollars will doubtiess be 
expended by growers in the Riverside
